added, “the United States would 
take no interest in it, because she 
will join no combination of Pow- 
ers which is not a combination for 
us all.” 

There was a feeling of cordial fra- 
ternity and friendship between Amer- 
ica and Great Britain, declared the 
President, which was based on the 
principle of friendship and patriot- 
ism that led men to give more than 
was demanded. The partnership of 
interests which had attempted the 
government of the world had broken 
down, he said, as interest did not 
bind men together, but separated 
them. Common devotion to the right 
was the only thing, he insisted, that 
could bind men together. 

In the settlement which is just 
ahead something more difficult than 
‘Was ever attempted before had to 
be accomplished—a genuine concert 
of mind and purpose, the President 
said, but a keen international con- 
scientiousness would make it easy. 
, There is a great voice of humanity 
abroad in the world, “which he who 
(cannot hear is deaf,”’ he added. 

“We are not obeying the man- 
date of parties or politics,” the 
President continued; “we are obey- 
ing the mandate of humanity.” If 
the world te to remain a body of 
friends, he said, there must be an 
easy and constant method of con- 
ference so that troubles could be 
taken when they were little and 
not allowed to grow until they 
were big. 

“I wish we could, for the whole 
world, enter league and covenant 
and declare ourselves the friends 
of mankind.” the President added.

ERZBERGER SAYS QUESTION OF

Germany Obliged to Pay France and 
Belgium, He Declares—Speaks 
of Restrictions.

BERLIN, Dec. 30.—Thé question 
of indemnities has been settled be- 
tween Germany and the United States 
and the allies, and German delegates 
signed the armistice on condition 
that there should be restrictions as 
to indemnities, according to Mathias 
L.ezberger, speaking here today. 

War damages and war costs, he 
said, must be borne by each nation 
itself unless expressly mentioned tn 
the notes which were exchanged, 
Germany being obliged to indemnify 
districts she occupied in France and 
Lelgium.

Advice to State Legislators. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

In the existing condition of national 
legislation, including in that expression 
the executive orders which such legis- 
lation has authorized and which, pur- 
suant thereto, have been made, argu- 
ment the strongest has been provided 
why the Legislatures which assemble in 

1919 should stay their hands on the sub- 
; ject of the Federal prohibition amend- 

{ ment and await the results of the laws 
| now, or soon to be put, In force. These 
' results will be tremendously informing. 
: No Legislature can act at its coming 
session with any tithe of the knowledge 
that will avail to it within the next two 
years. It is always easier to do a thing 

than to undo it. Federal prohibition 
will be hard to repeal, and State pro- 
hibition has been so often repealed as 
. to afford abundant proof that laws tak- 
ing from people their rights are unsteady 
laws, laws that provoke restlessness, 
; trouble, prejudice and when they are 
: really difficult to get rid of, revolution. 
Thirteen states have at one time. or 
another adopted prohibition and have 
later changed their minds and repealed 
the law. These are Alabama, Connecti- 
cut, Delaware, Illinois, Maryland, Massa- 
chuse (twice), Michigan, Nebraska, 
New Hampshire, Ohio, Rhode Island 
| (twice), South Dakota and Vermont— 
i states so widely distributed over the 
country as to prove that the will to re- 
peal relates not to section nor industrial 
occupation nor to city or mountain or 
plain. 
Already the manufacture of spiritous, 
vinous and malt.beverages is forbidden. 
Already the distillery and the brewery 
are outlawed, their capital sacrificed, 
their businé’s destroyed, their employes 

thrown out and the industries on which 

they drew for raw material shorn of 
‘ their market. On July 1, 1919, it be- 
comes a crime punishable by a year’s 
imprisonment and a heavy fine for any 
person to sell to another any alcoholic 
beverage in any quantity from a drop to 

a hogshead. Long before that time the 
supply of beer will be gone. The dis- 
tilled liquors will have been consumed 
or exported. The supply of Western 
wines, if any then remains, will have 
become a total loss. 

‘And, until the war is officially over 
and our armies demobilized (the date 
of their demobilization to be announced 
by the President), there will exist 
throughout this country absolute pro- 
hibition. It is entirely within the discre- 
tion of the President to say when the 
war is over. It is equally within his ‘dis- 
cretién to say when @emobilization has 
ended. 

So, we are inevitably bound to have a 
considerable period of nation-wide pro- 
hibition—and without the Federal 
amendment. It would be the exercise 
of the merest common sense for our Leg- 
islatures before acting on the Federal 
amendment to seek the instruction that 
they will so certainly obtain from the 
experiment in nation-wide dryness that 
these present laws have imposed. They 
can then see by actual operation what 
prohibition costs and what it comes to, 
They can then act with full knowledge 
of what they are doing—and they have 
six yéars from now within which to act,

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HIGHER PAY FOR FOREIGN SEAMEN. 


One of the assigned reasons for Mr. Hurley’s late visit 
to Europe was to perfect agreements under which the 
wages of seamen on foreign-owned vessels would be 
brought into substantial equality with wages on Amer- 
ican vessels. a. 

The explanation was obscure at the time. The lower 
cost of handling ships under foreign flags has been one 
of the great handicaps against which our ships have 
had to contend. Wages of such crews have been only 
half or even a third of American seamen’s wages. How 
were foreign vessel owners to be persuaded to forego so 
manifest an advantage? The answer is found in. the 
La Follette act of 1915 and a Federal Supreme Court 
decision which Mr. Hurley seems to have anticipated. 
Seamen's contracts in the past uniformly provided 
that they should be paid off only on their return to 
the home port, after the completion of a full voyage, 
or only after a stipulated number of months. They could 
collect no pay at ports of call. If they abandoned their 
ships they could be arrested as deserters and by law. 
and treaty forced to return. | 
The much-abused La Follette act changed all this. It. 
provides that at the first port of call a seaman may de- 
mand half his wages and may leave his ship if he de- 
sires, as any other worker may leave his employment. By | 
its own terms the act applies to foreign vessels while in 
American ports, as well as to our own vessels, and re- 
quired the abrogation, after due notice, of all treaties of 
conflicting terms.

But the shipowner fs 
hardly entitled to this, for he has already 
compelled the owner of the cargo to pay 
a freight rate which covered all his ex- 
penses, including war risk premiums, and 
a fat profit besides. Shall the money be 
paid, then, to the Swedish exporter of 
grain, to make up for the fantastic 
freight rate that was forced upon him? 
Assuming that the generosity of our 
statesmen extends to Sweden, even this 
will not be pursuing the matter far 
enough, for the Swedish grain importer 
has already prudently included the high 
freight rate of flour, and passed it on, 
via the retail dealer, to the bread eaters 
of Sweden. 

The truth is that, excepting sporadic 
cases of loss in trades not yet adjusted 
to war conditions, damage inflicted on 
commercial property by enemy action 
has already been distributed so widely 
throughout the commercial fabric of the 
world that any attempt to trace its in- 
cidence to individual persons will be fu- 
tile. ‘The community has suffered the 
loss, not the person on whom it hap- 
pened in the first instance to fall. Any 
compensation made by the Central Pow- 
ers should be paid to the Government, 
to be used to make good the loss which 
the nation as a whole has suffered.

EXTENSION OF BOUNDARIES OF 
GREECE URGED BY GREEKS HERE 


Meeting at St. Nicholas’ Church 
Sends Resolution to Wilson, the 
Senate, Clemenceau and Lioyd 

George. ; 

A resolution asking the peace con- 
ference to restore to Greece all ter- 
ritory in which the Greek race pre- 
dominates was adopted yesterday at 
a meeting held at St. Nicholas’ Greek 
Orthodox Church, St. Louis and Gar- 
rison avenues, in celebration of the 
liberty of Greek peoples. 

Copies were sent to President Wil- 
son, the Senate, Premier Clemenceau, 
Lloyd George and Premier Eleuther- 
fos Venizelos, who was called the 
“George Washington of Greece” by 
speakers. 

Joseph Constand, president of the 
church, called the meeting to order 
and G. V. R. Mechin, president of 
the French Society of St. Louis, pre; 
sided. 

Among the speakers were Nicholas 
M. Bell, Alexander A. Antonopoulos, 
John P. Theodoropoulos, the Rey. 
Father Phiambolis and the Rev. 
Theodore Prusianos, who conducted 
a religious service. 

Theodoropolous, an attorney, 
speaking in English, declared that 
“a new declaration of independence 
will be writen soon at Versailles and 
the beast of Berlin never will dare to 
raise his head again.” 

‘When the United States went into 
the war, guided by the principles of 
Washington and Jefferson, all the 
small nations of the earth turned 
their eyes with hope toward this 
western country,” he said, and con- 
cluded with .a tribute to “immortal 
France, glorious Belgium and heroie¢ 
Servia.”
